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DETAILED ACTION 

1. It is noted that the newfy added claims are misnumbered; the claims have been 
renumbered as claims 43-81. 

2. Claims 43-81 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Seger et al (WO 9856981). 

Seger et al discloses treating hardwood fibers (page 8) with endocellulase 
enzyme (page 9). Binders and debonders are disclosed, page 7 as well as in the 
examples. It is not clear if Seger et al uses the claimed 0.1 to about 5 s.e.u per gram of 
the enzyme. However, it is obvious that Seger et al does to achieve modification of the 
hardwood fibers or at the least it would have been obvious to employ the claimed 
amount as it depends on the degree of modification to achieve the properties disclosed 
by Seger et al.
